A. RECONSTRUCTION 
PROPOSAL 


A bold five-year plan, involv- 
ing a loun of no less than one 
thousand million pounds, is one 
of the proposals recently put 
forward by a member of the 
Council of Action for Peace and 
Reconstruction in order Lo wipe 
out unemployment and put Brit- 
ain on wt basis of real prosperity. 
The Council, it will be recalled, 
has been working in harmony 
with Mr. Lloyd George's 
schemes, taking the sland -that 
the Government is failing to 
grapple seriously, with the major 
problem facing the nation to- 
day. ~ In support of the proposal, 
it is pointed out that Britain is 
one of the richest nations in the 


world, having capital assets 
variously -estimated at from 
forty to sixty thousands, . of 


millions, an annual income of 
four thousand millions, of which 
only a quarter is appropriated 
by the State in taxation, an 
can borrow practically without 
limit ut three per cent. or less, 
the banks being choked with the 
accumulated resources of the 
people for which they can find 
no outlet. It is suggested that 
a start in reconstruction should 
be made by the raising of a 
national loan of one thousand 
millions on a three per cent. 
basis, and that the Government 
should then instruct all local 
authorities . to schedule such 
necessary public work as is need- 
ed in each district, which the 
State would include in the five- 
year works development pro- 
gramme. - The programme en- 
visaged is one which would in- 
elude the-erection of new muni- 
cipal buildings,. bridges, second- 
ary rouds, the’clearance of waste 
‘areas left derelict by nineteenth 
century industrialisation,. the 
drainage and afforestation of 
waste land, the . modernisation 
of farm buildings, the provision 
of water drainage and electricity.

“PROPOSAL 


A bold five-year plan, involv- 
ing « loan of no less than one 
thousand million pounds, is one 
of the ‘proposals recently put 
forward by a member of the 
Council of Action for Peace and 
Reconstruction in order to wipe 
out unemployment and put Brit- 
ain on a basis of real prosperity. 
The Council, it will be recalled, 
has been working in harmony 
with Mr. Lloyd George's 
schemes, taking the stand that 
the Government is failing to 
grapple seriously with the major 
problem facing: the nation to- 
day... In support.of the proposal, 
it is pointed out that Britain is 
one of the richest nations in the 
world,’ having capital assets 
variously estimated at from 
forty to sixty thousands of 
millions, an annual income of 
four thousand millions, of which 
only a quarter is appropriated 
by the State in taxation, and 
ean borrow practically without 
limit at three per cent. or less, 
the banks being choked with the 
necumulated resources of the 
people for which they can find 
no outlet. It is suggested that 
a start in reconstruction should 
be made by the raising of a 
national loan of one. thousand 
millions on a three per cent. 
basis, and that the Government 
should then instruct all local 
authorities to scfedule such 
necessary public work as is need- 
ed in each district, which the 
Stute would include in the five- 
year works development  pro- 
gramme. "The programme en- 
visaged is one which would in- 
elude the erection of new muni- 
cipal buildings, bridges, second- 
ary roads, the clearance of waste 
areas left derelict by nineteenth 
century industrialisation, the 
drainage and afforestation of 
waste land, the modernisation 
of farm buildings, the provision 
of water drainage and electricity 
to villages now lacking these 
‘amenities, the total clearance of 
derelict houses und’ the rehous- 
ing of citizens now occupying 
them, the building of dykes: to

electrification of all main. rail- 
ways, and the foundation of 
farm trading centres for young 
citizens: who intend to take up 
agriculture at Home or abroad.

NOTES oF THe DAY 
DEFENCE OF LONDON . 


We notice that certain. British 
authorities. are congratulating 
themaelvea that only one out of the 
eight alreraft squadrons which at- 
tacked. London in tho mock war- 
fare of July 24 avoided the defence 
combat machines and reached their 
objective. London's. alr defencos 
nre not ko wenk ns was suspected; 
In fact they are probably very 
satisfactory, these authoritics seem 
to believe. While we do not pre 
pose to pose an experts in matters 
of, modern ncrial warfare, wo 
challenge tho suggestion. that the 
London defences are sufficiently 
shock-proof ,to allow the populace 
to skeep soundly In the event of a 
thrent of war, No metropolis the 
size of London can {col itself safa 
from attack unless Its defending 
alr forces ‘are overwhelmingly 
supertor to the attacking squadrons. 
And even then there is no guar- 
nntec that some isolated bomber,

Nahts and anti-nircraft gun-crews, 
and oven outside the range of the 
remarkably ‘accurate aircraft detec. 

And one load of 
‘tna und jncendiary bombs, which 
thé huge bompers of today can 
carry, would be suMecient to cause 
incredible diaaster in the city’s 
crawded centre In the firat place 
an attacking strategist will depend 
very largely upon surprising the 
defenders. — He might direct his 
formations to attack from any or 
all directions, at nny altitude from 
5,000 to 100,000 feet; for who can 
he sure that the night bomber of 
to-morrow will not fly over its tar- 
get at incalculable height, miles 
ligh in the atratosphere? No 
Coubt the Royal Air Force [saa 
efficient as any other to-day. No 
doubt its defence of — London 
would be heroic and historic. ° But 
is that any guarantee of security? 
It is axlomatic that weapona of 
attack are capable of more rapid 
improvement and evolution than 
weapons of defence, necessarily 
bullt to resist them and conse- 
quently subsequently conceived, 
Can ‘we be sure that our potential 


‘enemy has not some dreadful en- 


wino of destruction rendy to des- 
patch against:us from the upper 
air? Can we ever ‘feel secure 
again as long na there is no real 
and systematic control of alrcraft 
design and construction, an inter- 
national accord which will out- 
law finally and for always that 
type of warfare which is dirqceted 
primarily against civilians and 
which dependa upon its very ruth- 
lessnesa and frightfulneas for 
effect?

ROBOT AIRCRAFT 


The possibilities of the wireless- 
controlled aircraft, posscrsion of 
which by Britain has now been 
officinily disclosed, can_casily be 
exaggerated, saya the Edinburgh 
Evening Deapatech, There js a 
natural tendency to jump to the con- 
elusion, perhaps unjustifiably, that a 
robot iq necessirily: more terrible 
as a weapon of destruction than 
an aeroplane handled by the falli- 
ble human agency, True, craft 
such as the Queen Bee would in 
warfare obviate the sacrifice of 
the lives of pilots and observers. 
But in the matter of bomb-drop- 
ping the position would presuma- 
bly be much as bofore. The range 
of the robot ia at present very 
limited. Ten miles would make 
it very useful us n means of 
attacking the enemy lines in a war 
like the Inst in France and Bel- 
sium, but would not suffice for the 
bombing of distant enemy towns, 
It is to be expected, however, thnt 
range will be increased. It is also 
likely that, {f other Powers be not 
already in possession of like air- 
craft, they will not be long be- 
hind us. Moreover, it is to be 
presumed that ray may defent 
ray, and that tho robot aeroplane 
would-be particularly ausceptible 
to attack by those menns which are 
now being subjected to intensjve 
experiment for putting aircraft 
motors out of action.

This article tells the story 
of the “Chamber of Life,” 
perfected at.the Rockefeller 
Institute; U.S.A., in which 
the organs of a dead man 
can ‘bo indefinitely kept 
alive. 


‘T was tho dream of the mediac- 
val alchemist that he might one 
day discover the elixir of life, which 
would give him immortajity. The 
modern scientist, in spite of his 
resenrches in blo-chemistry, ann- 
tomy and physiology, hos not as 
yet laid bare’ the formula of this 
elusive elixir, Tho lateat report, 
however, from the Rockefeller 
Institute in New York suggests to 
the psclentfic world that at long last 
the A.B.C. of immortality har been 
mnatored. 


Owing to the inherent news value 
altnching to the name of one of 
the collaborators in. the experl- 
ments carried out at the inatitute, 
many of the astounding ecientific 
implications of the invention have 
been ignored in the duily Press. 
More space haa been given to 
Colonel Charles Lindbergh than to 
the enormour fields of research 
which have been opened up by 
the: Invention with | which the 
famous aviator's name ia coupled. 


Dr. Alexia Carrel, of the Rocke- 
foller Tistitute of Medical Re- 
search, with Colonel Lindbergh as 
his “most valuable biological s- 
' has perfected a mechani- 
j cal heart, which {a capable of con- 
ferring sytithotic immortality on 
\¢ e organs of dead animals. 


° se ° 


An organ of uny animal can now 
be removed immediately after death 
and placed in a, sterilised ylass 
chamber which produccs, through 
artificiat means, something ‘very 
akin to the natural environment of 
the organ. <A heart, for example, 
can be coupled up with a series of 
glass tubes and small pumps kept 
at the normal blood temperature. 
By pressing a button the appara- 
tus Is set in motion and the heart 
contained in the gluss chamber is 
seen at once to begin to beat. 


A fluid containing all the funda- 
mentally necessary — constituents: 
of the blood is passed through the 
tubes into the heart and supplies 
the tissues of the muscles with the 
nourishment necessary for their 
continyed activity. The purops 
work at the correct speed of about 
76 pulsations to the minute, and 
to all intents and “purposes the 
heart may be said to live again. 


The process, it is claimed, can be 
continued just as lony as, the ap- 
poratus {s, kept working. Besides 
the hearts of chickens and cats, 
various glands,.an.ovary, 1 spleen 
and several kidneys have all heen 
kept alive over periods varying 
from 20 days to several months.

As long as the pumps are kept 
in condition and the fluid renewed 
at intervals, there seems to be no 
reason why the organs should not 
be made’ to live for ever, An 
undeveloped ovary ‘was observed 
to-wrow and to increase considera- 
bly in weight during “trontment,” 
which is an even more concluaive 
proof of the renlity of this ‘type 
of life than the mere fact of con- 
tinued activity.

It Is here that the new inyen- 
ton of the Rockefeller Institute Js 
of such particular Importance to 
the .scfentiflc world. As long ng 


J tho’ organa Hving in the “Chamber 


of Life” are maintained Ina sterile 
stato at their normal temperature, 
and under thelr normal conditions, 
they arc scientifically, though not 
legally, alive. Not only can the 
progress of dinenso be observed 
under conditions impossible with 
the organs'in site, but experiments 
may be conducted on thom which 
would be otherwise illesal. 


An far as the physiologist and 
pathologist are concerned the {m- 
plications of this now. invention 
appear to be almost unlimited, 
The apparatus also provides abun- 
dant food for the philosophers. To 
the layman {it seems but a small 
step from the production of im- 
mortality in isolated organs te the 
maintenance of Jife in an entire 
heing; but to the scientist, who 
realises the practical, mechanical 
and morphological, difficulties of 
such ‘an experiment, the step ap- 

ars at first sight td be almost 
nsurmountable. 


The whole problem of uncon- 
aclousness and nervous degenera- 
tlon, which are the accompani- 
ments of death, becomes particular- 
ly important. Experiments can; 
of course, be conducted solely on 
animals, but suppose for a moment 
that Dr. Carrel and Colonel Lind- 
bergh do manage to take the dead 
body of a mun and to make it “live” 
in thelr “Chamber of Life.” Will 
that man really live in every sense 
‘of the word? . 


Will bis sympathetic nervous 
syatem—that which controls his 
unconscious ‘bodily actions—con- 
tinue to work exactly aa before? 
And atill more important, will the 
great nerve centres of his brain 
resume their functions? The 
selentifle world must wait, perhaps 
muny years, for the answers to 
these ‘questions, 


At present it seems unlikely 
that once the tremendous dls- 
organisation ....of .the .. brain. cells, 
which takes place at death, has 
started, consciousness could ever be 
re-established. We do know, how- 
ever, that if this were achieved 
the disruption of the general 
phychology would undoubtedly 
cause conside~able suffering to the 
subject concerned, , : 


We know also that just as soon 
as the nerves began once more to 
transmit their’ message to the 
brain, the subject would suffer 
untold agony. Perhaps it is just 
as well that the research workers 
are dealing, as yet, only with 
isvlated organs, :
